"HERE will be five Eclipſes this Year, three of 
the Sun, and two of the Moon; they happen in the 
following Order. 

T he firſt will be of the Moon, May the 2$th, about 2 
a-Clock in the Afternoon, and therefore invilible, becauſe 
the Moon is not then above the Horizon. | 

The ſecond is of the Sun, the 11th Day of June at Noon, 
but it will be no Eclipſe at London, becauſe by rea ſon of 
the Moon's South Latitude, augmented by her Parallax, 
which is always South to us in North Latitude, the Moon 
will paſs by the Sun on the South Side, without intercept- 
ing any Part of his Light; but yet it is very well worth 
obſerving, that in the Meridian of London, and under the 
Tropick of Cancer, viz. in Latitude 23 Degrees, 30 Mi. 
nutes North, the Sun will be Eclipſed juſt at Noon; and 
in the Zenith, or Vertical Point, or, to be more plain, 
in the Point directly over their Heads, and this will be 
near a Place called Hair, in Zaara, which lies to the 
Southward of the Atlas Mountains in Africa.

crery and the Sun applying to a . of him, from the 
Cardinal Sign Capricorn, the Houſe of Saturn.
